In former issues of The News Bulletin, we have given you 
the beginning of a few of the branches of the Younkin family in 
America, and if you will follow closely, you will readily 
understand who these folks are, and where they belong in this 
great Younkin picture that we have attempted to bring to you, 
partly by picture and partly by story. In this story our intention 
is to give the older folks the preference, and with a follow up 
of the different generations, until we have reached the bottom 
of the ladder. In this we have dealt only with the descendants 
of the pioneer of 1753, Johan Henrich Junghen, and when we 
have finished with this, will attempt to bring a story of the 
same nature from others of this great group. 

— Samuel E. Younkin was 85 years of age March 29, 
1938. He was bom near Riverside, Iowa. As a young man, he 
and his young wife (who is Miss Alice McKnight and was 
bom near Fayette City, Pa.) went to the state of California. 
Their stay there was short-lived. After two years he returned to 
Iowa. For 32 years he was employed by the C. R. I & P. R. 
R. He now lives in Cedar Rapids. 

He was a son of Joseph Younkin, who in turn was the 
oldest son of Samuel and Catherine (Godlove) Younkin, the 
last named Samuel Younkin being a son of Rudolph (Ralph) 
and Elizabeth (Hockman) Younkin, Rudolph or Ralph Younkin 
being a son of Henry and Catharine (Scherer) Younkin, was 
bom in Bucks County, Pa., and as a young man went to Ohio. 

— Colwell S. Younkin was 85 years of age June, 
1938. He was bom near Ursina, Somerset County, Pa. He 
lives at Confluence, Pa. As a young man he was known as 
Professor Younkin. The Great Ventriloquist has been a resident 
of Somerset County, Pa., his entire life. As a bee keeper and 
surveyor he leads a busy life. For many years he has been 
county engineer of Somerset County. This remarkable old 
fellow still makes his own blue prints and still can skip over the 
hills like a jack rabbit. His wife was Miss Emma Ringer. He 
was a son of Jacob J., or better known as "Dorcas Jake", and 
(Dorcas Hartzell) Younkin, Jacob being a son of John J. and 
(Polly Hartzell) Younkin. John J. Younkin, in turn was a son 
of Jacob and (Hannah Nicola) Younkin, the last named Jacob 
Younkin being a son of Henry and (Catharine Scherer) 
Younkin, and was bom in Bucks County, Pa., in 1756. 

— Fremont C. Younkin was 84 years of age April 15, 
1938, was bom in Somerset County and has lived there his 
entire life. As a young man he taught school. He was a son of 
David and (Maria Culvert ! ) Younkin. David Younkin, in turn, 
was a son of Henry and (Betsy Weimer) Younkin, and Henry 
Younkin was a son of Jacob and (Hannah Nicola) Younkin, 
Jacob being the oldest 1 son of Henry and (Catharine Scherer) 
Younkin, and was bom in Bucks County, Pa. 

— Benton Younkin was 80 years of age August 24, 
1937, was bom in Somerset County and has lived there his 
entire life. His home is in Rockwood, Pa., he being a brother 
of Fremont Younkin. His relationship, therefore, would be the 
same as his. This is the old fellow who still is going strong. On 
a visit to his home a few weeks ago, we were told that he was 
in the cemetery, and on our arrival there, found this spry old 
man digging graves, where has has been employed for die past 
twenty years. 

— William M. Younkin, aged 82 years, lives in San 
Diego, Cal., he being a son of Archibald and (Mary Catherine 
_ 3 ) Younkin, Archibald being a son of Dr. Jonas and 


(Martha Prinkey 4 ) Younkin. Jonas Younkin was a son of 
Jacob and (Hannah Nicola) Younkin. Jacob being a son of 
Henry and (Catharine Scherer) Younkin. 

— Eugene Younkin aged 80 years, lives in Dorchester, 
Neb., he being a son of Walter Younkin, who was a son of Dr. 
Jonas Younkin, whose father was the Jacob Younkin, oldest 
son 2 of Henry and (Catharine Scherer) Younkin, of Bucks 
County, Pa. 

— The Golden wedding photo of Levi Yonkin and wife 
is from a different branch, he being a descendant of Henry 
Younkin, or Junghen, who arrived in America in 1806. In the 
first issue of The Bulletin there is an article telling of this above 
Henry.

Shortly after our reunion this summer, I received an 
invitation from Dr. C. George Younkin, of Texas, to meet him 
in Philadelphia (where he was a guest speaker at a seminar). 
After the seminar we drove to Bedminster, Bucks County, Pa. 
I had great fun showing him all the "points of interest" that 
Dad and I had seen just the year before. 

I am not sure when the reality hit Dr. Younkin, but I am 
told that the night he got back to Texas, he was on the phone 
until 2 a.m. calling all of his cousins telling them where he had 
been and what he had seen. But this story isn't about that. It's 
about Barry Brown. 

That night in Bedminster I called Larry (he likes me to call 
him just so he knows I haven't dropped off the face of the 
earth!) and he had a message for me. A Barry Brown of 
"somewhere in Pennsylvania" had called and was very anxious 
to talk with me. It was 10:30 p.m. so I told Larry I would call 
him when I got home the next day.

BROUGHER — William E. Brougher was bom 11 Jul 
1883 in Brown Co, KS, d. 28 Nov 1971 in Wakefield, and 
was the son of Nelson and Martha (Phillipi) Brougher. He 
married Grace Exley b 12 Nov 1884, d 15 Jun 1967, dau of 
John and Harriet (Loader) Exley, gr dau of James and Martha 
Loader. 

They and their children lived in Republican Twp. Both 
Grace and William are buried in Highland Cemetery. 

Their children are: Verla Evangeline b 14 Aug 1908, d 12 
Feb 1909; Bruce Nelson b 28 Apr 1911, d 6 Apr 1972, m 27 
Jun 1935 Thelma Moreland, dau of R. A. and Florence

BILLING HAM — Walter George Billingham I came 
from Warwickshire, England to visit his Uncle James and Aunt 
Ann Billingham from England, embarking at Liverpool 5 Sept 
1869 with the "Nebraska Party" and arrived in Junction City 6 
Oct 1869. Walter was bom 24 Oct 1861 in Rugby, (near 
Doventry) Warwickshire, England and died at Wakefield in 
1929, where he and his wife were bur in Highland Cemetery. 

He was 17 when he arrived in Wakefield and worked on 
farms with other settlers until he was married to Sarah P. 
Johnson 2 Mar 1887. She was bom 2 May 1858 in Keys 
Kerry Gate, Herfirdshire, England and died in 1938. 

Mr. Billingham had learned the butcher trade in England. 
After a few years in the community, he purchased a butcher 
shop in Wakefield. Walter left two sisters and one brother in 
England and never saw them again. 

Sarah (Johnson) Billingham, better known as Sally, came 
to Wabaunsee when she was 12 with an uncle, Mr. Powell. 
They came from OH to Kansas City by train, then by 
passenger boat up the Kansas River to Wabaunsee. Sarah had 
worked as a domestic and she persuaded her parents, Benjamin 
and Ellen, to come to beautiful and healthful KS. 

Sarah told of going to Sunday services at the old historic 
stone church in Wabaunsee built about 1862, known as "The 
Beecher Bible and Rifle Church" in the memory of the early 
settlers who were supplied with rifles, Bibles and hymn books 
as they came to KS to fight slavery. The men carried a Bible 
under one arm and a rifle under the other on their way to 
church since the Indians were numerous in those years. The 
old stone church is one of the oldest in KS and has been in 
continual use since it founding. 

When Sarah's parents came to KS they settled on land 
purchased from the Union Pacific Railroad, in Republican 
Twp. Clay Co. about one mile northwest of Wakefield. 

Walter and Sarah’s children were bom in Wakefield: 
Edward b 1887, d 1952, m Eunice Mellenger; Mary E. b 2 Oct 
1889, d 5 Apr 1962, m John Frederick Younkin, son of 
Nessley and Caroline (Kregar) Younkin; Walter George II b 29 
Apr 1892, d 2 May 1961 Manhattan, m 14 Oct 1915 Cecile 
Rachel Moyer, dau of William and Minerva Elizabeth (Meyers) 
Moyer, gdau of John Henry and Morgan (Moyer) Myers.

F AID LEY — John Faidley was bom 1834 in Somerset 
Co PA and died in Wakefield 1918. He married Deliah 
Younkin in PA. She was bom 1835 in Somerset Co and died 
in Wakefield, where both are buried in Timber Creek 
Cemetery. 

Their children bom in Somerset Co were: Barbara m 
Henry Bortell; Curtis d Wakefield, m Elizabeth; Jennie m (1) 
Ben Roether (2) Mr. Young; Maud m Wm Davis; Ed m Bessie 
Gregwire; Cornelia m Howard Hartzell; Charley d Alta Vista, 
m Jessie Draper; John d Manhattan, m Ruby; Emma m Joe 
Maxwell; Alexander b 1855 Ursina PA, d 1911, m 1885 
Kingwood PA, Sarah J. Kreger, daugher of Christopher and 
Catherine Kreger.

MALL J. — Jacob Philip Mall, son of Jacob and 
Elizabeth (Zilley) Mall was born in 1868 in Sollingen, 
Germany and died in 1957 at Clay Center. He came to America 
in 1872 to avoid military service in Germany. He attended 
grade school and church school in Europe and upon arriving in 
America, attended rural school to learn English. He settled in 
Grant Twp., Clay Co. and in 1892 he married at Green, Eva 
Hohman, dau of Joseph and Theresa (Blake) Hohman. She 
was bom in OH in 1871 and died in 1943 at Broughton. She 
and Jacob are buried at Rose Vale. 

Their children were bom at Broughton: Walter b 1894, d 
1896; Emma b 1898, m (1) 1923 Walter Bushell, son of John 
and Emily Bushell; (2) 1936 Warren Faidley, son of Alexander 
and Sarah Faidley; Dana b 1904, d 1918.

MALL P. — Philip Jacob Mall was bom 10 Apr 1836 in 
Sollingen, Germany to Franz and Margarete (Wenz) Mall, the 
grandson of Albrecht and Magdalene (Vetter) Mall. In 1854, 
he came to America with his brother, Franz, going to Oswego 
IL, then to Belle Plaine IA. They travelled through hostile 
Indian territory but a friendly Indian proved to be a good guide. 
Philip lived in Benton Co IA 5 years; married 28 Dec 1856 in 
Marengo IA, Louise Wehrmann, b 10 Dec 1839 Hanover, 
Germany.

Philip Jacob and Louise and their first two children came to 
Grant Twp in 1860 and settled on Mall Creek. Six brothers 
came from Germany to America in four years, four coming to 
Clay Co. They had to go to Leavenworth for supplies and mail. 
Jacob was the third of the six brothers to enlist during the Civil 
War. He was in the 11th KS Vol Cav, doing scout and escort 
duty on the Santa Fe Trail to Council Grove, Ft Lamed, Ft. 
Zarah, Pawnee Rock, and on the Oregon Trail to Ft. Kearney 
NE and into CO. In 1864-65 they were almost constantly in the 
saddle. During this time, his family had their livestock run off 
by Indians; one child died with only old Capt. Gordon in the 
neighborhood to build a box and bury her. After 19 months of 
hard service, they were mustered out 26 Sept 1865. 

Philip farmed until he retired in 1887. He belonged to the 
Methodist Church and the GAR. Philip d 4 Feb 1920, and 
Louise d 27 Feb 1913; both are buried Clay Center. [Lois Fritz 
Rt 3 Clay Center, Kansas, ggdau. Page 46.] 

MYERS — Henry Myers was b 1804 in PA, and d 14 
May 1881 in Wakefield, buried at Timbercreek Cem, the son of 
Henry Meyers Jr. He married Mary Ann Faidley, dau of John 
and Barbara (Kreider) Faidley.

22 May 1918 Clay Center. She was the dau of Henry and Mary 
(King) Younkin, and g dau of Frederick and Catherine (Patton) 
Younkin, ggdau of Henry and Catharena (Scherer) Younkin. 

Daniel grew up in Somerset Co PA and attended school 
there. In 1857 he and his brother, Jacob, left home for the 
West, reaching Kansas where they stayed with the Moses and 
Jerry Younkin families near Wakefield. They joined a 
government wagon train which was ordered to Salt Lake to aid 
in settling trouble between the Gentiles and Mormans. They 
were employed as teamsters or "Muleskinners", as they were 
then called. After their discharge they joined another wagon 
train and went to CA where Jacob worked as a carpenter in the 
gold fields. Daniel took passage around Cape Horn, a journey 
that took 6 months. After landing in NY he returned to his 
home in PA where he was married. 

Daniel and his wife Catherine embarked by boat from 
Pittsburg, PA, landing in Leavenworth. They took an ox team 
to Clay Co and settled near Wakefield, where they lived 18 
years, and where their children were bom. Daniel was Justice 
of the Peace for Grant Twp., holding court in his home. Later 
he was elected Mayor of Clay Center. In 1884 he was made 
president of the First National Bank of Clay Center and held 
the position until his death.

At the age of 15 years, George 
went to CO with emigrants by ox teams. They located near 
Greeley, where George went to school. 

In the spring of 1871 he came to Clay Co taking a 
homestead south of Hebron. Later he went into business at 
Republican City in partnership with Geo H. Fullington of 
Milford. Republican City was laid out in 1867, and had 3 
stores, a drugstore and a doctor. 

On 12 Nov 1873 at Republican City he married Alice L. 
Pinkerton, dau of F and Jane (Houghey) Pinkerton. She was 
bom near St. Joseph MO 14 Mar 1858 and died 19 Nov 1942 
at Clay Center where she and her husband are buried. 

The Neill family moved to a farm in Clay Center Twp. 
where George gave the land for the stone schoolhouse of 
District 1, Lower Lincoln, built in 1878. The first log cabin 
burned. George later gave some stone for the Presbyterian 
Church at Clay Center, where they were members.

Mitchell, who was bom in PA and died 26 Mar 1879 in Clay

In April 1956 Moses, William and Jeremiah Younkin, and 
John King came from Somerset Co PA to settle in Timber 
Creek in what is now Grant Twp. They were the first settlers 
in Clay Co; and built their log cabins while there were still Kay 
Indians around. Lavila Younkin was the first white woman 
living in Clay County, and her son, Edwin, was the first white 
child bom in the county. 

Mrs G W Southwick wrote to friends in 1861 when Rev 
and Mrs Todd were missionaries: "We remember the kindness 
of good-hearted, whole-souled Moses Younkin, who waded 
the river and got a log canoe to transport the preacher across. 
For months we travelled with ox teams every Sunday to Mr. 
Younkin's hospitable house where Uncle Todd held services." 

Moses built a stone house which stood until Milford Dam 
went in. After Lavila died, Moses married Mary Thompson. 
They moved to Bellingham WA. One afternoon when Moses 
was walking home from town, an Indian who had been

BRANSCOM — Daniel Branscom was a ggson of 
Richard Branscombe, who came from England to VA in the 
1740's, gson of John Branscombe, and son of Rowland 
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(Rollin) and Nancy (Barren) Branscombe. The letters b and e 
were dropped from the name as future generations moved 
west, Daniel was bom 25 Jul 1811, probably in Wayne Co 
KY, and died 15 Mar 1893 at Milford. He married Nancy 
Gregg, b 1814 and d 2 Jul 1880 at Milford. Both are bur in 
Milford Cem. 

In 1855 Daniel and family with the exception of son, 
William, moved from Maquoketa IA to near Milford.

Henry Younkin Sr was bom May 4, 1774, in the province 
of Hesse Nassau, in or near Cassel (Kassel) Germany, and he 
married Elizabeth Haines and came to America in 1807, prior to 
sailing on their long journey, as it seemed in those days, some 
trouble arose which caused them to be delayed for one year 
before starting. 

The captain of the vessel on which they sailed, being one of 
those rascals who lie in wait for unexperienced travelers, and 
defrauded them of their possessions and on landing were sold 
to a farmer near Bethlehem, Pa., to pay their passage, they 
remained with this man a short time, and then moved to Briar 
Creek Township, Columbia Co., Pa. 

In 1823 they came to what was then Muncy Township, 
Lycoming Co., now Cherry Township, Sullivan Co. Mr. 
Younkin died in June 1851, age seventy-seven years, his wife 
ten years later in 1861, age eighty-six years, to them were bom 
seven children, namely: 

Henry Younkin, m. Barbara Hartzig; John Younkin, m. 
Mary Labenberg; Elizabeth Younkin m. Henry Graifley; 
Catherine Younkin m. Christian Mosier; Joseph Younkin m. 
Matilda Huffa; and Jacob Younkin m. Catherine Meyer.
